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THEN  and  NOW 

Thinking  back  over  the  year  1955,  it  was  a  good  year  for 
business.  Residents  enjoyed  having  our  summer  visitors  with 
us  and  at  the  churches.  We  hope  they  Hked  our  food  sales  and 
church  suppers,  auctions,  and  Old  Home  Day.  The  town 
started  construction  of  the  town  bam  near  the  old  Harrisville 
Railroad  Station.  The  Eastview  Road  was  improved  and  black- 
topped.  The  road  by  the  Harrisville  beach  was  changed  to 
improve  the  beach  and  to  make  it  more  safe. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Mr.  Roland  L.  Alexander  was 
appointed  4th  class  Postmaster  June  3,  1924  and  as  3rd  class 
Postmaster  on  July  13,  1945.  Mr.  Alexander  resigned  as  Post- 
master April  30,  1954  when  he  was  70  years  of  age.  Mrs. 
Carrie  McDonald  was  appointed  acting  Postmaster  May  1, 
1954.  This  is  a  long  record  of  excellent  service.  The  location 
of  the  post  office  was  changed  from  the  store  to  its  present 
location  Dec.  1,  1945. 

Old  Home  Day  was  scheduled  for  August  13th  this  year  and 
it  could  not  be  postponed  although  it  rained  hard  all  day.  We 
were  getting  part  of  a  hurricane.  The  parade  started  at  9  a.  m. 
and  those  in  old  fashioned  bathing  suits  seemed  to  be  dressed 
appropriately.  All  costumes  were  funny.  The  games  and  races 
scheduled  to  take  place  at  the  Harrisville  Beach  were  postponed 
as  were  the  box  lunches  at  noon.  The  speaker,  Mr.  Edward 
Collier,  a  summer  resident  of  Harrisville,  is  a  professor  at 
Boston  University.  He  told  why  he  likes  Harrisville.  The 
children  got  prizes  and  all  the  scouts  got  silver  dollars.  A  gift 
was  given  to  the  oldest  woman  and  oldest  man  in  town.  They 
were  Mrs.  Julia  Diselets  and  Mr.  Bernard  Bemis. 

The  ball  games  between  the  husbands  and  wives,  and  between 
the  Chesham  and  Harrisville  children  were  also  postponed.  At 
6  p.  m.  a  baked  bean  supper  was  served  and  at  8  p.  m.  there  was 
a  largely  attended  dance  at  the  Wells  Memorial  School.  The 
profit  on  the  dance,  $25,  went  to  the  Harrisville-Chesham 
Churches  and  the  profit  on  the  supper,  $50,  went  to  St.  Dennis 
R.  C.  Church.  Business  men  of  Harrisville  and  Peterborough 
contributed  $50  for  fireworks  which  were  displayed  the  follow- 
ing Wednesday  night  to  a  large  crowd  of  people  from  this  and 
surrounding  towns. 

The  Harrisville-Chesham  Churches  had  a  busy  year  with  Mr. 
William  Wilcox  serving  as  full-time  pastor.  Because  of  his 
hard  work  and  inspiration  to  all  of  us,  the  churches  are  once 
more  "out  of  the  red."  The  successful  every  member  canvass 
should  take  care  of  the  coming  year's  budget  for  these  churches. 
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The  Ladies'  Aid  has  done  a  fine  work  with  weekly  food  sales 
and  two  smorgasbords  during  the  summer,  enabling  them  to 
turn  nearly  $700  into  the  churches.  We  look  forward  to  an 
even  better  year  in  1956. 

Our  Lady  of  the  Snows  Guild  of  St.  Dennis  R.  C.  Church  was 
organized  in  December  1951.  Regular  monthly  meetings  are 
held  and  plans  are  made  to  help  the  church  get  what  is  needed 
and  shut-ins  are  remembered  with  flowers,  etc.  Food  and  penny 
sales  raised  money  to  help  purchase  the  new  electric  organ. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Association  of  the  Wells  Memorial 
School  was  organized  April  14,  1955.  There  are  42  paid  mem- 
bers. Meetings  are  held  the  second  Monday  of  each  month  at 
8  p.  m.  in  the  Wells  Memorial  School.  The  P.T.A.  sponsors  the 
Cub  Scouts,  Pack  301,  and  has  bought  a  table  for  the  school 
lunch  room  and  made  donations  to  community  projects.  They 
raised  this  money  by  having  two  penny  auctions,  a  block  dance, 
and  a  food  sale.    They  also  gave  $30  toward  the  school  trip. 

Cub  Scouts,  Pack  301,  were  organized  Dec.  8,  1955,  and  the 
charter  was  presented  Jan.  16,  1956.  The  pack  consists  of  four 
dens;  one  in  Dublin,  two  in  Harrisville,  and  one  in  Nelson. 
The  pack  is  sponsored  by  the  P.T.A.  of  the  Wells  Memorial 
School  and  it  meets  the  last  Thursday  in  each  month.  There  are 
35  boys  between  the  ages  of  9  and  11  under  the  direction  of 
cub-master  Arthur  Iselin. 

Mrs.  Edna  Heald  and  Mrs.  Mary  Oilman  are  co-leaders  of 
the  4-H  Girls'  Sewing  Group  and  they  meet  the  first  and  third 
Saturdays  of  each  month  between  2  and  4  p.  m. 

The  Chesham  Sportsmen's  Club  was  organized  in  October 
1935.  They  hold  regular  monthly  meetings  and  have  had 
several  suppers  and  interesting  speakers  during  the  year. 

Silver  Lake  Grange  No.  105  was  organized  December  13, 
1884  and  was  incorporated  January  21,  1939.  Regular  meetings 
have  been  held  and  the  Grange  has  contributed  to  local  and 
state  projects  and  they  have  entertained  many  visitors.

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures, 
estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  Decem- 
ber 31,  1955,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  C  and  D.  As  indicated 
by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit  D),  a  net  unexpended 
balance  of  appropriations  of  $2,250.09,  plus  a  net  revenue 
surplus  of  $406.68,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of  $2,656.77. 

Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures: 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  years 
ended  December  31,  1955,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the 
uniform  classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in  Exhibit  E. 
Proof  of  the  treasurer's  balance,  as  of  December  31,  1955  is 
indicated  in  Exhibit  F. 

Audit  Procedure  : 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with 
the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  ex- 
amined and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were 
compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as- 
entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source 
insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures 
verified.  Book  balances  were  verified  by  comparision  with 
reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  statements  obtained  from 
depository  banks.  ^ 

Conclusion: 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  which  we  ex- 
amined were  found  in  good  condition  and  the  accounting 
procedure  conformed  to  the  uniform  system  prescribed  by  this 
division. 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  184  of  the  laws  of  1955,  require 
that  this  report  or  the  summary  of  findings  and  recommenda- 
tions (letter  of  transmittal)  shall  be  published  in  the  next 
annual  report  of  the  town.

REPORT  OF  ROAD  AGENT 

With  the  $750.00  voted  under  Article  9  of  last  year's  Town 
Warrant,  1800  feet  of  the  MacVeagh  Road  was  widened, 
starting  at  Seaver's  four  corners.  Approximately  $100.00  was 
spent  for  blasting  a  ditch  through  the  swamp  to  the  brook. 
The  balance  of  the  money  was  expended  for  the  use  of  a  power 
shovel  and  for  graveling.  However,  the  long  haul  for  the  gravel 
used  up  the  money  fast  and  there  wasn't  enough  to  properly 
gravel  the  road. 

The  Silver  Lake  Extension  of  900  feet  was  completed. 

The  road  bypassing  the  Harrisville  Beach  has  been  roughed 
out  and  some  gravel  drawn.  Due  to  the  cooperation  and 
generosity  of  Mr.  Oilman  and  Mr.  Colony,  the  Town  will  have  a 
safer  and  larger  beach  for  the  children. 

The  Town  Garage  is  coming  along  nicely.  However,  it  still 
needs  a  concrete  floor,  doors,  wiring  and  heat. 

Two  and  one-half  miles  of  the  Eastview  Road  has  been 
blacktopped.   This  is  a  great  improvement. 

By  careful  planning,  one-half  mile  between  Willard's  Hill 
and  Howe's  driveway  was  widened  and  tarred  although  no 
money  was  appropriated  for  this.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

Despite  the  growing  scarcity  of  teachers  and  the  loss  of 
teachers  to  states  where  salaries  are  higher,  Harrisville  has  been 
able  to  retain  an  exceptionally  capable  staff  over  a  relatively 
long  period  of  time.  The  advantages  of  retaining  an  experienced 
staff  are  numerous  and  only  a  few  can  be  mentioned  here.  First, 
the  teachers  can  plan  and  carry  on  a  co-ordinated  program  of 
studies  with  no  unnecessary  overlapping  of  subject  matter. 
Secondly,  the  teachers  become  well  acquainted  with  the 
abilities,  interests,  and  needs  of  their  pupils  and  can  better 
adjust  instruction  to  these  pupil  needs  and  requirements. 
Finally,  pupils,  teachers  and  parents  come  to  know,  understand, 
and  appreciate  the  contribution  of  each  to  the  over-all  program 
of  education.  Good  working  conditions,  fair  salary  increases 
and  community  appreciation  for  its  teachers  have  been  im- 
portant factors  in  keeping  our  teachers  with  us  from  year  to 
year. 

The  organization  of  the  local  parent-teacher  group  prestiges 
well  for  community-school  relations  in  Harrisville  and  affords 
parents  and  teachers  an  opportunity  for  mutual  discussion  and 
solution  of  school  problems. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years  it  seems  probable  that 
Harrisville  will  receive  some  state  aid.  The  amount  will  be 
about  one  thousand  dollars  and  it  must  be  used  in  paying  off 
the  bonded  indebtedness  on  the  school  building.  Little  as  the 
sum  is,  it  represents  the  first  recognition  by  the  state  legisla- 
ture that  local  school  districts  require  school  construction 
funds. 
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There  is  every  reason  for  the  people  of  Harrisville  to  feel 
that  their  school  is  as  good  as  the  best  small  schools  in  this 
state;  that  the  community  is  getting  full  value  for  its  educa- 
tional dollar  and  that  the  children  are  receiving  a  sound,  well 
balanced  basic  education.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 

Again  it  becomes  my  pleasure  to  present  my  annual  report 
on  affairs  at  the  Wells  Memorial  School  and  its  program. 

The  whole  educational  program  at  the  school  was  enriched 
this  year  through  the  availability  of  a  motion  picture  pro- 
jector. This  machine  was  presented  to  the  school  by  a  parent 
who  wishes  to  remain  anonymous.  All  school  subjects  take  on 
an  added  meaning  when  visual  aids  such  as  this  are  employed. 

The  music  program  this  year  was  under  the  direction  of  the 
regular  staff  members,  all  of  whom  are  familiar  with  music  and 
able  to  teach  it  without  the  help  of  a  music  supervisor.  The 
traditional  Christmas  operetta  this  year  was  entitled  "Christ- 
man  Fun  in  '91."  All  pupils  in  the  school  participated  and 
appreciated  the  encouragement  received  from  the  large  audience 
which  attended.  Despite  the  hard  work  involved,  it  is  a 
pleasure  for  the  teachers  to  see  the  cooperative  spirit  exhibited 
by  pupils  and  their  parents; — a  condition  which  makes  a 
production  of  this  type  possible.  The  staff  wishes  to  thank  all 
who  so  generously  assisted. 

The  Wells  Parents-Teachers  Association  is  a  long  awaited 
realization.  The  group  has  been  active  and  has  accomplished 
several  projects  already.  The  gift  of  an  additional  table  for  the 
lunchroom  was  appreciated  by  all.  The  staff  looks  forward  to 
the  opportunity  of  working  with  tl^is  interested  and  cooperative 
parent  group. 

The  pupils  continue  to  benefit  from  the  training  provided  by 
the  supervisors  of  art  and  reading,  services  which  are  seldom 
found  in  the  small  school  but  which  we  are  able  to  share  with 
other  schools  in  this  supervisory  union. 

One  of  the  advantages  of  the  small  school,  where  each  teacher 
has  more  than  one  grade  under  her  instruction,  is  the  op- 
portunity provided  for  able  pupils  to  advance  more  rapidlj^  in 
accordance  with  their  abilit3^  Again  this  year  with  parental 
approval,  we  moved  a  group  of  able  pupils  into  a  more  ad- 
vanced grade,  with  the  belief  that  the  group  could  accomplish 
the  work  of  two  grades  in  one  year.  The  results  to  date  have 
justified  the  belief  that  pupils  work  better  when  challenged  by 
their  work  and  the  competition  of  other  able  pupils. 

We  continue  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  a  capably  operated  lunch 
program  and  have  used  this  program  to  stimulate  the  learning 
situation.  This  has  been  accomplished  through  many  means, 
one  of  which  has  been  to  have  special  lunch  programs.  This 
year,  we  had  a  "Bible  Day"  program  where  pupils  and  staff 
dressed  up  in  Bible  costumes  and  food  common  to  early  Chris- 
tian days  was  served.    Such  programs  add  zest  to  all  school 
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activities  and  clearly  indicate  the  importance  of  our  hot  lunch 
program  to  school  life.  We  invite  all  parents  to  visit  one  of  these 
special  dinner  events. 

It  is  gratifying  that  so  many  parents  have  taken  the  time  to 
come  to  school  to  see  what  we  are  doing  and  to  meet  the  staff. 
We  appreciate  these  visits  and  feel  that  a  better  understanding 
of  the  educational  work  of  the  school  results  from  them  and 
helps  us  to  continue  to  improve.
